Morgan Defies Roosevelt

Arthur E. Morgan announced at his 
home here Tuesday his flat refusal lo 
meet President 
Roosevelt's 
request 


that he give "any reason" why be 
should not be removed as chairman ot 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 


The determined chnirmun declined 


lo participate further in Mr. Roose- 
velt's iicrsonal investigation of TVA 
and spurned a. presidential suggestion 
that he was obligated to resign or rc- 
tracl the charges ho bad made against 
his fellow members of the TVA Board 
of Directors. 


"H is my judgment," Morgan told 


the president in a third and apparent- 
ly final session of the executive's in- 
quiry, "that my resignation at this lime 
would not be in the public interest. 
Therefore, I do not tender my resig- 
nation. I wish also to say that 1 
fhalenge the suggestion and deny the 
righl and power lo remove or sus|>end 
me." 


He persisted in his refusal to give the 


president facts supporting his accusa- 
tions thai Vice Chairman Harcourt 
Morgan and Director David Lilicnthal 
had been guilty of malfeasance, or to 
defend himself against their charges 
lhal he bad sought lo "rule or ruin" 
the TVA.

Tnmpico advises said Edward Bor- 


rego, American superintendent of the 
utanclnrd Oil company of New Jersey 
refinery here, nnd the Nexicans were 
held "within a building" by workers 
demanding payment of back pay. 


Company officials here said they 


knew of no pay due, unless il was one- 
day's wages in certain fields where 
pay-day was on Thursday instead of 
Friddy or Saturday as elsewhere.

leaf oni-'ul Gennaiii'-s bank book nnd 
institute a system of "blocked pesos" 
was suggested. 


Foreign exchange dealings were su-

Steaming Westward for 'War' 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark.-(/P)~Thc Ar- 


kansas State Chamber of Commerce 
announced Monday a committee com- 
posed of its members, Ihe State Fedcr- 
alion of Labor and other groups would 
sponsor a constitutional amendment in 
the November general election to make 
it possible for (he legislature to enact 
a workmen's compensation act. 


C. K. Palmer, Southwest Arkansas 


publisher and chairman of the Cham- 
ber committee directing the movement, 
said thai petitions for .submission of 
Ihe proposed amendment would be cir- 
culated in every county of the state 
immediately. 


Signatures of approximately 20,000 


qualified electors arc necessary for 
obtaining a vote on the plan. State 
law requires that such petitions carry 
signatures of ten per cent of the vote 
cast for governor in the last general 
election. 


"It is expected that the popularity 


of the workmen's compensation move 
will make it possible to obtain suffi- 
cient .signatures to file the petitions 
with the secretary of state within a 
short time," said Palmer.

Three Pay Penalty 


in Kidnaping Case 


Trio Hanged in West Vir- 


ginia in Seder Abduc- 


tion Case 


Moundsville, W. Va. — (/P) — Three 


ncn died on the gallows Monday night, 
firs tto pay the extreme penalty in 
West Virginia for kidnaping. James 
Travis, 25, and Orvil Adkins, 25, fell 
through the trap together, and Arnelt 
A. Booth, 46, World war veteran, was 
'unified 34 mi mites later. 


The trio, all from Huntington, W. 


Va., were convicted of abducting Dr. 
James I. Seder, elderly anti-saloon 
crusader, who was held caplive 11 
days, then died four days later of ex- 
posure. A $50,000 ransom was demand- 
ed but never paid. 


The trap under Adkins dropped pre- 


maturely before the noose was adjust- 
ed, plunging him into a concrete pit 
beneath the gallows. Blood dripped 
from a small cul near his ear and he 
appeared dazed. He was placed on a 
.stretcher and handed back through the 
trap. On the gallows he stood erect. 


Warden C. M'. Stone said the trap 


dropped because of a slight mechani- 
cal defect. 


Boolh, described as the leader of the 


kidnap Hang, declared in a statement to 
Warden C. M. Stone that ho "had the 
assistance ofanother man" in entic- 
ing Dr. Seder from his home. 


All three urged young persons lo slay 


away from liquor and gambling, and 
Boolh added: "I llioughl I was having 
a good time but just see where it 
brought me."

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Age Means Insecurity for Office Workers 


THERE have been many evidences within the past few years 
1 that America gradually is arriving at a full realization of 
the problems which the ag-e of machines creates for the indus- 
trial worker past the age of 40. Now comes news of a surve.\ 
conducted by the New York State League of Economics show 
ing a marked trend toward the employment of younger mei 
and women for the "white collar" jobs as well as for skillec 
and unskilled labor. 


The fact that the survey set the maximum age for hiring- 


of white collar workers at 35 years—the same as the average 
for all industries and businesses convassed— would indicate 
iurther that the office workers must wake up to obvious fact 
that employers want younger men. 


Office workers must realize just where they stand n 


the matter of hiring and firing, that they are not a <n-oup 
apart, privileged to job security because they work in a nice 
clean otlice with their brains and not in a greasy shop with 
their hands. The objections that employers list 'against the 
hiring of laborers of advanced years—poor physical risk de- 
creased I productivity, slowing up and inability to meet change 
—also hold for clerks, bookkeepers and even men of profes- 
sional ranking.

A SSUMING that an employer has no prejudice against hir- 
•n lng men past 40, that he believes an alert middle-aged 
man may be more capable and more productive than a more 
active man 20 years his junior, there remain several outside 
factors working against the older men.

Nervous people alway.s feel that they 


are not eating correctly. They betornr- 
exceedingly conscious of the heart 
. heat. To them it seems always w he 


beating either too fast or too slow or 
else it seems to be jumping or thump- 
ing or to be irregular. The slightest 
excitement seerns to bring on even 
more intense consciousness of what is 
going on. 


A good many people have an occa- 


sional skip or irregularity in the heart 
beat. This is frequently nt at all im- 
portant. Sometimes it is related to 
over/atigue, to indigestion or to the 
excessive use of tobacco. At least one- 
half of the people who occasionally 
have such premature or irregular heart 
beats do not realize that they have 
them. The other half, however, may 
become aware of the unusual heart 
beat and from that moment get trou- 
bled and worry about. The more they 
become worried, the more likely are 
the number of the irrgeular heart 
beats to foe incre-ased.

It will, of course, be necessary to 


provide the child with the necessary 
vitamins A and D and frequently this 
is best given in the form of cod liver 
oil. 
It will be remembered, however, 


that cod liver oil also provides a con- 
siderable amount of calories, and that 
the calories from the cod liver oil 
must be included in the total account- 
ing of calories that are taken by the 
child each day. 


During the period from 8 to 11 or 


12 years of age, the normal child is 
usually slender. After 12 years of age, 
however, growth begins to slow up. 
At this time the inheritance of the 
body build should be recognized and 
uwy planning for reduction of weight 
should be definitely related to the 
normal body build. In most cases 
children who are really overweight 
can reduce safely.
